PARIS, April 23—A warlike warning is given Turkey today 
by the semi-official newspaper Le Temps in an editorial discussing 
the difficulty confronting the Lausanne peace conference, includ- 
ing the French objections to the concession recently granted a

It has been practically established, the newspaper says, that 


the ‘Turks have mobilized several 


battalions of infantry and some 


artillery near the border of French Syria. 
‘On the day the French flag is attacked or placed in danger 


of attack, those who have taken 


ciliatory will no longer recognize our country,

Even if peace is assured at Lausanne, it would not be effect- 


ive if there were such a concentration of troops, the newspaper | 


continues, and one of the guiding principles of the French dele- 
gation at Lausanne will be ‘‘that there should be no _ conflict 
between the French and the Americans.’’ 


MAKECHANGE 
INTHE ACT FOR 
NATURALIZING 


Legislation Is Introduced at Ot- 
tawa But Held Over at 


Request of Opposition 


OTTAWA, April 23.— (Canadian 
Press)——-A bill to amend the nat- 
uralization act, which proposes three 
important changes in the natural- 
ization law of Canada, got its sec- 
ond reading in the house of com- 
mons tonight, but was held up in 
committee with opposition to one 
feature of it from the Conservative 
-benches. 

The bill is designed to bring Ca- 
nadiam law in regard to naturaliza- 
tion as nearly as possible into con- 
formity with that of Great Britain 
and the other dominions. The first 
of the two chief changes in the law 
which the bill contains is a provision 
for the continuance under certain 
conditions of the British nationality 
of successive generations of British 
subjects born abroad, The second 
important alteration of the law is 
the abolition of court proceedings | 
in the granting of naturalization; 
certificates, and the substitution 
therefor of action by the department 
of the recretary of state direct. The 
third change will permit the issue 
of naturalization certificates to for- 
mer enemies. 

The first of the proposed changes 
passed with little discussion; it was 
the second which aroused objection 
On the part of the opposition, 

Hon, Hugh Guthrie voiced the 
Conservative criticism and announc- 
ed that Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, | 
the opposition leader, desired to 
have the measure held over until he 
could be present.

PIONEER WOMAN OF 
YUKON TERRITORY 
DIES AT DAWSON 


DAWSON CITY, Yt., April 23,— 
(Canadian Press) -—- Sister Mary 
John, dean of St. Mary's hogpital, 
and dean of the Yukon's nursing 
women, died here today, aged 58. 
She was beloved throughout the 
north and probably was the best 
known pioneer woman of the ter- 
ritory. ‘ 

Sister Mary John was born in 
Naplerville, Que. Her family name 
was Agnes Quimette. She spent her 
childhood in Cohoes, N.Y. and 
came to the Yukon in 1892, soon 
after taking the veil as a sister of 
@t. Anne. In the company of sie- 
tera Benedict and ‘Zephyrine, ehe 
came to the Yukon valley and 
opened tthe (Holy Crosse nursing 
migeion for natives. ,In the gold 
rush of ‘98, «h= came to Dawson 
and assisted Father Judge in esta- 
biishing the first hospital here, 
which was swiftly filled with ty- 
phoid patients in relays during the 
epidemic whicp accompanied the 
gold rush.

New Sections In Bank Act 
Will Further Limit Private 
Banking Among Foreigners 


New Provisions Arise Out of Recent Wienioey Foire’ in Which 


Three-quarters 


of a Million Dollers 
to Have Been Lost

OTTAWA, April 28. 
Press)—Two additional sections will 
be incorporated in the bill to amend 
the bank act this year to further 
limit private banking among tor- 
eigners, it was disclosed todey at 
the afternoon #ession of the banking 
and commerce committee. These 
new sections grow out of the recent 
Winnipeg failures, in which $760,000 
is alleged to have been lost. The 
sections on this subject, new and 
old, all were held over for further 
consideration. 

The right of the chartered banks 
to issue notes wae opposed by G. G. 
Coote, Progressive, Macleod, when 
Hon, A. K. MacLean, chairman of 
the committee, proposed to go ahead 
with the dincussion of the note issue 
section of the bill to amend the bank 
act as “‘non-contentious.” He _ re- 
marked that the section wae of long 
standing and, he thought, pretty 
generally accepted, 

“If the bank act ig Uke the laws 
of the Medes ang Persians,” said Mr. 
Coote, “we might as wel] pass it 
tomorrow and go home.” 

Mr. MacLean explained that he 
did not object to the matter stand- 
ing over if there was any serious 
objection, but he had not heard of 
any.

THE LONG SESSION ANP WHY. 


The flappers and the flippers who fox-trot 
against time are not the only parties who are 
making new long distance records these days. 
The Legislature of Alberta has accomplished the 
longest session in its seventeen-year record, and 
has set a mark for endurance that should stand 
for a while. The members were mustered in on 
January 23rd, and they held forth for thirteen 
solid weeks, They thus beat all the standards for 
sustained oratory established by their predeces- 
sors, and demonstrated that the present house can 
talk the clock around more times than either of 
the previous four ever did. Likely the legislators 
would have stayed longer if spring had not come 
and brought a call from the wild for help with 
the seeding. And perhaps there was a prevailing 
feeling that it would be good tactics to show a will- 
ingness to spend time in gencrous measure in re- 
turn for the war-time sessional indemnities they 
continue to collect. Certainly there was no evid- 
ence of anxiety on the part of the law-makers to 
forsake the allurements and advantages of city 
life for the quiet of the homestead. And so far as 
time is concerned they gave the taxpayers ful} 
value for their money. Aside from these consid. 
erations there was no outstanding reason why 
they should not have wound up business and gone 
home about the middle of March. 

The importance of the business done is not at 
all in proportion to the length of the session. In 
fact the legislative program was peculiarly barren 
of measures of great constructive importance. It 
was long enough in all conscience. Altogether 
some 82 bills were set down for consideration. 
Second thoughts prevailed in nine cases, and these 
bills were not introduced. Four more were with- 
drawn efter getting part way through the machin- 
ery, and two more were dropped. That leaves a 
net product of 67 new laws duly enacted, assented 
to, and incorporated in the statute books. As 
everybody is supposed to know what the law is at 
any time and on every subject, the residents of 
the province will not be without opportunity to 
employ their idle moments during the summer try- 
ing to catch up with the legislative lead. Mean- 
time it is good guessing that three months hence 
there will not be a lawyer in the Province who 
has found time to study the lot, and to dovetail 
all the enactments and alterations into the scheme 
of statutory regulations under which we move 
and have our being. Whatever else the membery 
did, they did not make any, progress in the direc- 
tion of eliminating superfluous legislation, simpli- 
fying the law, and thus lessening the volume of 
prospective litigation and the need for lawyers. 
Remembering that the dominant party came into 
power on a claim that there were too many lawyers 
and too many law-suits, that failure in itself 
would be condemnatory. But so far from curtail- 
ing the opportunities for law-suite and costs, the 
session actually added sixty-seven new pieces of 
legislation to the already existing multiplicity of 
measures made and provided, each one bristling 
with new chances for litigation and more work 
for the court wranglers. With all respect for the 
contention that there are too many white-collared 
‘law sharps’’ living at the expense of the hard- 
working farmer, the law business seems to be 
looking up as the result of this new grist from 
the U.F.A. Legislature. But as for measures of 
first rate importance, they were few and far be- 
tween, and the protracted session is not to be 
explained on the ground that the members were 
deciding the destiny of the province. 

It is no state secret that the prolonged session 
was mainly due to vacillation on the part of the 
Government; in respect to finances, and to the 
petition asking that a plebiscite be taken on the 
question of whether the hotels shall be allowed to 
sell beer. On neither question were the Minis- 
ters prepared to give the members a lead such as 
the circumstances plainly called for. As a result 
weeks were wasted in purposeless debate on 
minor matters, while these issues were threshed 
out behind the closed doors of the party conclave, 
After weeks of caucusing and clandestine contro- 
versy a budget was brought in which proposed 
curtailment at about the last place where curtail- 
ment should be made; which anticipates a deficit 
of more than a milion dollars for the year; and 
which imposes four new kinds of taxation on the 
already over-burdened public. And in the eleventh 
hour of this thirteen-week session a motion was 
carried that the Direct Legislation Act shall be set 
aside and the voters asked to declare their opin- 
ions on methods of liquor control which no one 
has asked to have submitted. The Government 
thus comes out of the ordeal poorer in prestige 
than it went in. It has failed to meet the econ- 
omie situation in a courageous way, the only way 
in which even the Ministers profess to think that 
it can be met. And it has deliberately broken 
faith with 50,000 people who signed the *beer’’ 
petition, and thus thrown the “Initiative, Refer- 
endum and Recall’’ plank of the U.F.A. party into 


the scrap heap.

THERE TO STAY?

Lenin evidently 
is bent upon dictating matters in the Levant, and 
us the powers are not inclined to let him do it 
there is nothing to be gained by bandying words 
with his underlings. The Turks of course are 
hoping that the Allies are feeling so bad about not 
being on treaty terms with them that they will 
accept Kemal’s terms.
